A special to Ihc Star from Superior 


Neb., gives Ihc story of the fight at St 
Francis, Has., between the Berry familj 
and -some cowboys. Land had been tnk 
en up by. old man Berry as a homestead 
The fences of the cattle company inter- 
fered with his passage to and from the 
roads. Wire cutting on the part of the 
Kerry family in order t9 get the short- 
est possible road to town is said Io have 
been the original cause o! the quarrel. 
The cowboys on the Dcwar ranch had 
threatened to kill the family. 


The light resulting in the live deaths 


came after a recent trip of the Berry 
family to town. 
The, father-and four 


sons 
were returning 
to their 
homes. 


Eight miles from their destination they 
stopped to cut their way through a wire 
fence. The. cowboys came 
upon 
them 


just as they completed the work. The 
Bcrrys mounted quickly and the cow- 
boys fired. The oldest boy, John, was 
wounded, but stayed in his saddle. The 
farmers had the freshest 
mounts and 


soon were out of riile range. The cow- 
boys kept up a scattering fire of shots. 


Arriving 
home the Bcrrys 
did 
not 


think they had been pursued all the 
wav and they wore in front of the bou:io 
when the party of cowboys rode up the 
hill a few yards to the north. The shoot- 
ing began immediately. Two of the Ber- 
ry hoys were killed before they could 
reach their rifles. 
The old man and liio 


other two boys got inside of the IIOIIM:. 
There were about- twenty cowboys and 
they started on the ytllop far the house 
intending to fire it and b.urn the defend- 
ers out. 
The old man and boys attempt- 


ed to escape from the other side of the 
house and were shot down in succession. 
Three of. the cowboys were killed by the 
farmers while they were defending the 
home.

and looting of.Kishineff and find the reaJ 
cause of llio disturbance due to 'the only 
daily paper aL Kishineff, whose chief edi- 
tor, Kroushvan, is violently anti-scrvitic. 


The murder of a boy before Easter by 


relatives for gain and ihc suicide of a 
girl in a Jewish hospital, were seized up- 
on by Kt'oushvan to incite the mob ao 
murderous violence. 


The rio'ting began with the looting of 


lewish shops and-the demolition of -their 
houses. 
The mob,' finding the military 


was not employed against them and that 
the police wero , witnessing the attacks 
sympathetically (many police participat- 
ing'in the loqting), passed from murder 
and ji]a**acre to • the raping of Jewish 
women and girls. 


Here arc a few instances investigated 


by myself of the worst crimes: 


The mob choked a child 2 years old 


and cut out it.s longue while alive. The 
other 
men killed here had feathers put 


on their faces and fired. As an act- of 
desecration to the dead 
two 
drunken 


women, one a Moldavian and one a Bul- 
•arian, trampled on the body of .a man 
as it lay mutilated in the yard. The mob 
then found i'r's way to the loft wh'ere the 
Jewish-jvomen were concealed and re- 
inaincd Jhei'c violating thi-m for hours. 


Sixteen women and eight children were 


concealed in the loft. . The first killed 
was a boy of hi, who bogged 
pitcoiisly 


for his life, saying ho had done no \vrong. 
was a scholar in the high school and 
wanted to live. 


The women and girls who had con- 


cealed themselves in the loft were dis- 
covered and riiped by the mob. One mar- 
ried woman was bludgeoned to death in 
ibis house. 


The mob found a 
pretty 
^rirl, .leva 


Woullcr.'aged 13. After committing the 
murders the mob brought a sofa from hei* 
murdered brother's house in'to the shed, 
on which a dozen Russians ravished her, 
From various accounts of I his outrage 
it appears the Moldavians fought like fn- 
mi-hed wolves over a dead carcass in 
their struggles tci violate the girl, her 
body when found being actually torn in 
two. The victim was violated even after 
life was extinct, as death was more mer- 
ciful than the iiernis who did this devil- 
ish deed of unspeakable infamy. 


During the worst stages of the riot the 


chief of police drove through the city 
smoking a cigarette. 
At one period of 


the disturbance on the first day the Jews 
of Nc\v Borgar formed a body of loO to 
defend themselves. 
Police 
Officer 
DC- 


broselsky, on finding ihein able to drive 
the mob away, arrested several of the 
defenders and broke up the body. 


Xo evidence was secured to implicate 


the government of St. Petersburg in re- 
sponsibility tor tin! oir.bren.k, which ha* 
covered Russia's name with shame, but 
Minister von Pleliwc must have known 
'the outbreak 
was 
contemplated, 
ut 


thinking the affair would not culminate 
in massacres, took no stops to'meet the 
emergency until too late. 


I asked" the mayor of Kishineff, Karl 


Smidt: 


"Arc you in favor of solving the Jew- 


ish problem in Russia by means of im- 
migration to Palestine promoted'by the 
European powers'!" 


•;As mayor of Kislu'neff," he replied. "I 


must say "our city would be ruined if the 
Jews left it, but if 1 were a Jew T confess 
1 would leave Russia."

CZAR SIDES WITH MINISTERS 


ST. PETERSBUKG, June 4.—The cza^. 


ha.s approved the decision of the com- 
mittee of mini.sters forbidding Jews to 
acquire real estate or enjoy the proceeds

THAT MORTGAGE TAX. 


A consideration of the mortgage tax 


law is convincing that as a fact the leg- 
islature has exempted mortgages 
from 


taxation. It may be a roundabout pro- 


but this would seem to be the ef- 


fect. Present exi-sting mortgages will be 
continued as they arc, that is, practically 
so, for there will be but few who will 
call on the assessor to assess the mort- 
gage to the holder thereof, for this, of 
course, means payment on the spot when 
i.ue. If renewed to a different person it 
then comes under the separately assess- 
ed clause and the giver thereof will pny 
just as before on the full assessed valu- 
ation. 


The law commands when tho mortgage 
separately assessed that the tax shall 


he n Hen on property secured. This may 
be paid or redeemed by the maker if the 
holder hns not paid, and tho amount so 
paid with interest as agreed upon, is a 
complete legal offset to that amount 
against any indebtedness of the maker 
to the holder of the mortgage. This mny 
be deducted from any indebtedness that 
is secured by such mortgage due or that 
may become due. As to 
corporations 


paying taxes by other methods than the 
regular assessments, the law has no ap- 
plication. 


There seems lo be no doubt but that 


after the few who may secure exemption 
from taxes to the amount of their mort- 
gage by reporting such to the assessor, 
all future mortgages will be exempt for

RIVER AT KANSAS CITY 


TEN MILES IN WIDTH 


Intense Strain of Past Four Days 


Gradually Disappearing—Relief 


Committees Mapping Out 


Elaborate Plans. 


WASHINGTON, June 
3.—The Mis- 


souri ricer at Kansas City has begun to 
fall. 'I'he guage reading this morning 


wa» 34.4 feet, a fall of 6 feet since Tues- 
day morning. The rise continues to the 


eastward and at St. Louis this morning 
the stage wai 31.2 feet 1.2 above the dan- 
ger line. From the water now in sight 


DO damage can be done in this vicinity 
of St. Louis, not over oo feet being at 
present being indicated. North of St. 
Louis as far as Dubuque the Mississippi 
continues to rise slowly, Keokuk this 
morning reporting a stage of IS.ii feet 
S.5 feet above tho danger line. 


PREPARING K)R BTG FLOOD. 


ST. LOUIS, June 3.—The Mississippi 


continues to rise, a stage of 31.2 feet be- 
ing shown at 7 a, m. This is a ripe of 
1.3 feet during the past 24 hours. It is 
expected that 32 feet will ba reached 
some time today. In the meantime, peo- 
ple all along the river front, both here 
and in East St. Louis are preparing for 
tho big flood, Rivermen and government 
officials predict that the water will be 
over the levee railroad tracks by noon 
today and officials of the different roads 
irl'ectcd art busy making arrangements 
to place their rolling stock where it will 
be safo. 


Weather Observer Bowie says of the 


jitustion: 


''The river at Kansas City is reported 


to be ten miles wide. Whatever tha 
cause of delay in the arrival of the wat- 
ers from that flood stage, the outook 
here becomes encouraging. The Mississ- 
ippi below Cairo is comparatively low, 
•which means thnt the water at present 
in the St. Louis district will move" out 
rapidly, thereby possibly permitting the 
Kansas City stage to reach here Friday 
or Saturday at a time when most of the 
flood from the DCS Moines river and up- 
per Mississippi will have passed here." 


At the ex'trcmc northern end of St. 


Louis county the residents are moving 
their stock across to BeMfontaine bluffs 
and are preparing to follow it with their 
household furniture if the river 
con- 


\ 
tinues to rise. Hundreds of acres in 2t. 
Louis and'St. Charles counties, near the 
JlMsotiri's mouth and thousands oE ad- 
ditional ncrf-ri are so situated that a 
new foot additional in the rise could 
cover them. Vast crowds of spectators 
throng Eads bridge and line the levee. 
The water is slowly coming higher, but 
unless there is a rise of four feet it will 
not enter tho buildings fronting on the 
levee. 


Enat St. Louis being situa'ted much 


lower is in far greater danger of heavy 
damage by a rise. Already large lakes 
have been formed in the low parts. To 
the -north of East St. Louis, viewing from 
Eads bridge, the water can be seen ex- 
tending back over the lowlands between 
that placo and Granite city and forming 
a veritable lake. The same condition pre- 
vails south of East St. Louis. 


Back u'oter hns crowded the river Des 


Pores out of its banks into the neighbor- 
ing field*, but aside from overflowing the 
land, little damage can result in this vi- 
cinity. The Iron Mountain tracks follow 
the Mississippi lor some distance below 
St. Louis but it would take a rise of 
nine feet more to seriously impede traf- 
fic. 


INTENSE STRAIN RELIEVED. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jun-. 3.—Flood 


conditions were materially bettered dur- 
ing the night and on all sides this morn- 
ing the intense strain of the past four 
davs had for tho first time been relieved. 
Communication by steamer with Kansas 
Citr, Kas., have been opened permanent- 
ly and tlie exact conditions there having 
•become known, no, further feeling of anx- 
iety was felt for the sufferers in that lo- 
cality. Now that the lay of the land is 
knewn and the relief committees of botli 
Kansas Cities are able to work together, 
they have mapped out and put into exe- 
cution elaborate pluns for relieving all 
distress, restoring order and returning 
business to its natural channcU. These 
plans arc being carried out today by .an 
army of local men, reinforced by relief 
in the shape of wood and food sent in 
from St. Joseph and Lcavenworth. 


At 7 a. ra. this morning the Missouri 


river registered 34.4 feet, a fall of nearly 
12 inches in as many hours, and the 
weather bureau predicts that from now 
on the water at this point will fall grad- 
ually, but steadily. The Kansas 
river 


continues to fall at the rate of one half 
inch an hour and the tops of submerged 
•buildings are beginning to show above 
the water lino.

TRAIN IS MISSING. 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy passen- 


ger train No. 3, from Chicago to Kansas 
City, due here at 4 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, is somewhere same, east or north 
of hsre. The train arrived at Liberty, 
Mo., 25 miles northeast 
from 
Kansas 


City last Sunday afternoon. The tracks 
in Kansas City being unsafe and train 
service in all directions being badly de- 
moralized the train was split into two 
parts and sent east and north to accom- 
modate the new condition:. Some of the 
passenger* continued on to Kansas City 
by other means of transportation, while 
most of them remained on one of the two 
sections of the train and cither returned 
toward their starting point, or dropped 
otf at different towns along the line east 
and north of Liberty, making connec- 
tions with other roads. While the exact 
location of tho train is not known there 
is every reason to believe that all the 
passengers are s»fe. Sixty-seven passen- 
gers from a St. Joseph and Grand Island 
train which arrived at the Milwaukee 
bridge, 6 miles east of Kansas City Sun- 
day night, were rescued by a steamer 
from there, 


A PASSENGER'S STORY. 


One of them, Judge W. P. Hail, Raid: 
"When 
we reached the Milwaukee 


bridge Sunday night the engineer and 
conductor feared to cross on account of 
the reported damage to the piers and 
held the train there all night. Monday 
morning the train returned to St. Jos- 
eph, leaving about 25 of us at Randolph. 
We hoped to cross the river in boats. 
Sunday night we slept in the train and 
Munday night at some farm houses lay- 
ing near by. We had plenty to cat and 
suffered nothing but inconvenience. We 
could see the city in the distance, but 
could not get a word of news about the 
flood," 


The report last night that the Missou- 


ri Pacific bridge had gone out proved 
this morning to be incorrect. The bridge 
which spans the Kaw is weighted down 
by seventeen engines and as well as can 
be judged today by inspection made with 
the aid of a field glass from the bluff 
half a mile away the bridge is still safe. 
The water above the structure is lower 
and the current less strong than before. 
Both the Missouri and Kaw rivers will 
continue falling today and Thursday. 


The flood will become one to two feet 


lower by Thursday morning. 


Tlie water works plant will probably 


be open tonight. 


J*9000 ARE DESTITUTE. 


DES MOINES, la., June 3.—The work 


of cariug for the five thousand destitute 
flood sufferers i* still taxing the local 
committee to the utmost, but the com- 
mittee hns reaffirmed that there is no 
need of outside assistance. Ten thou- 
sand dollars has been subscribed here and 
clothing and food. 


At Atlantic two marooned 
families 


were discovered in the Nishnabotua bot- 
tom last night cooped in their own 
homes by the flood. For five days they 
had been compelled to sit on the tables 
with no drinking water and practically 
nothing to eat. 


The river continues to fall, principally 


between here and Keokuk. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN RESCUED. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 3—The rescu- 


ing parties sent from here to Topeki, 
composed of 75 men with steam launcncs 
and rowbonts returned and their plnces 
will be taken by other volunteer;. The 
St. Joseph men rescued 200 'half starved 
school children from tlie Grant school, 
imprisoned since last Friday. 


The rescuers shot and killed a negro 


caught in the act of looting deserted 
houses. They brought back with them 
the names of 30 identified dead. A re- 
lief fund of $8,000 has been raised for 
the flood sufferers at Topcka and Kansas 
City and several car loads of clothing 
and provisions have already been sent. 
Trains loaded with steam launches and 
men have also been sent to Kansas City 
where assistance is being given in the 
work of rescue.

Ihto Stone Pier. 


FINALLY SWUNG LOOSE 


FLOATING DOWN STBEAM 


Carried by Surging Waters Near Han- 


nibal, Mo., as If to Certain Death 


When Bescuing Boats Put 


Off-Three Drowned. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., June 3—Three child- 


ren were drowned here about 11 o'clock 
today by the collision of • the steamer 
Flying Eagle, towing a barge filled witli 
Sunday school excursionists, and a pier 
of the Hannibal bridge. The dead: 


Lonnic Curts, aged 15. 
Laura Coppage, aged 15. 
Harry Eichenberger, aged 17, 
About 250 children from tha Park 


Methodist clmrch Sunday school of Han- 
nibal had boarded the b«rgc and a num- 
ber were on the steamer. The excursion 
left Hannibal shortly before 11 o'clock 
to run to Quincy to afford a view of the 
swollen Mississippi. As the boat swung 
into the river the swift current seized 
the craft nnd, despite all efforts, bore it 
straight down towards the stone pier of 
the bridge nearest the shore. With a 
crash the steamer wa* hurled against the 
pier and wrecked but did not sink im- 
mediately. For a time it wns wetlged 
against the piei uy tho current and held 
-while the terror stricken children and 
the accompanying adults climbed up the 
pier to the bridge. In this way almost 
half of the passengers were saved. Be- 
fore all could reach safety the barge was 
veered nround by the current and finally 
swung loose from the pier and floated 
down fitream. In the sudden swinging 
out of the barge the three children were 
thrown into the water and swept away 
to their death. 


Carried by the surging waters at a 


rapid rntc the barge, filled with scream- 
ing children, floated into the channel and 
for a time it seemed tlitt nil were doom- 
ed to perish. But from further down the 
stream the catastrophe had been wit- 
nessed and at hand were a number of 
skiffs and rowboats of different kinds. 
Wit.'h one accord boats were manned and 
shot into the stream for the barge. En- 
couragement was called to the children 
and they were told to sit down and be 
quiet. This had a good effect. The res- 
cuing boats surrounded the barge and 
the children were quickly taken from it 
and were landed safely.

prints a dispatch from St. Petersburg an- 
nouncing that a law was published there 
today giving a list of 101 'towns in Russia 
in which Jews are allowed to acquire 
land and live without restriction. Jews 
are temporarily forbidden to buy land 
outside of these places, where the terri- 
tory is legally scittlcd.

Work Along New Dnck Creek 


Sewer WillBesult in Injunc- 


tional Proceedings. 


BEICK STRUCTURES 


THE WORST EFFECTED 


Charges of Five and Six Pounds 


Dynamite Make Earth Tremble 


and Plaster Fall From 


Walls. 


Property owners along the line where 


Duck Creek sewer is being built are 
alarmed and fear that their homes will 
be greatly damaged on account of the 
heavy blasting being carried on by the 
contractors. Complaint 
has been filed 


with City Engineer Connolly and Attor- 
ney Martin J. Gillen has been retained 
to commence injunctional proceedings to 
atop the blasting. 


It is said that tho work is performed 


with five and «bc pounds of dynamite at 
a time and when it explodes the earth 
sliakes and trembles similar to the shook 
of an earthquake. 
Houses also tremble 


and vibrate and damage has resulted. 


Edward Gillen reports that the shocks 


are ruining the plaster and frescoing in 
hia home, knocking a good portion of it 
off. 


At 
the home of Harry Greggs 
the 


pointing is being loosened and falling off. 


Hodges & Green, who conduct the big 


machine shop on St. Clair street, com- 
plain that'the concussions put their ma- 
chinery out of plumb. 


The St. Patrick's church shakes and 


trembles and as it is an old structure 
and has many cracks in it, there is dan- 
ger of collapse. 


A number of other people claim that 


dishes have been broken in the homes 
and that pictures fall from the walls. 


The laying of the Duck Creek sewer is 


a difficult piece of 
work. The 
entire 


length is 1,300 feet. Of this 500 feet 
runs through the earth 30 feet below the 
surface. In order to expedite tht: work 
holes arc bored in the solid clay, five or 
six pounds of tick dynamite placed in 
the holes and exploded. This 
loosens 


the dirt and from six to eight feet of 
sewer can be built in a day. 
If the dirt 


was picked out only two or three feet a 
tay could be advanced. Tlie sewer 
through the enrth where the blasting is 
being done is of brick and 7 feet € inches 
in diameter. The contract price of the 
job is close to $18,000. 


Night and day forces are 
kept 
at 


work. What Cape & Sons, the contrac- 
tors will do in case an injunction is serv- 
ed, cannot be foretold. A singular thing 
about tho blasting is that frame houses 
arc not so badly affected as the brick 
structures. 


Eesidcnts and property owners want 


it understood that they have no desire 
to deter the work, but cannot afford to 
have their homes damaged and perhaps 
ruined. 


City Engineer Connolly states that the 


blasting docs r.ot in the least affect the 
brick part of the sower in and cannot 
understand how it affects the houses 
above.

GAINESVILLE, Gn., Juno 2.—Today 


•it noon a conservative estimate of the 


milled in yesterday's tornado is one hun- 
dred and injured two hundred, many of 
them fatally. Property loss estimated 
at $600,000. 


GAINESVILLE,"(ia., June 2—The tor- 


nado which visited the towns of Gaines- 
ville, New Holland and White Sulphur, 
Oa., yesterday afternoon, resulted in the 
killing of about eighty-five men, women 
and children, according to reports which 
arc as yet incomplete. It is estimated 
that forty persons were fatally injured 
.md 
many more hurt. Probably 
one 


thousand persons are homeless. 


Two 
hundred houses, 
besides 
the 


Gainesville cotton mills were destroyed 
by the storm, aggregating a property 
loss of $300,000. Last night brought in- 
creased misery to the cyclone sufferers, 
for a steady rain set in late in the after- 
noon attended by cold weather, which 
penetrated to the marrow. The weath- 
er and darknrcs greatly 
impeded the 


work 
ot resci:-; and 
assistance. The 


town was in total darkness all night and 
the streets were filled with debris. All 
night long physicians pushed their way 
through the wreckage guided to the suf- 
fering by groans of agony. Here and 
there a fallen tree would block the way, 
or a. wrecked house would stop progress. 
Doctors and volunteers waded through 
mud and water knee deep, frequently 
compelled to crawl on 
all 
fours. All 


houses had been moved for blocks, oth- 
ers were missing altogether and no sys- 
tem could be employed in the work of 
relief. Mayor Parker says there arc at 
least one thausand homeless and

number may be double.

THE GOVERNOR AND 


THE "OPPOSITION"

may not be true that the opposition to 
Governor La Follette is again orginiiing 
for the purpose of preventing him from 
receiving n rcnomination for 
a .third 


term, but if there, is any active movement 
in the manner mentioned it merely goes 
to show that the opponents of the gov- 
ernor are suspicious of his own inten- 
tions and do not intend to be caught 
napping. 
The 
governor has achieved 


practically what he set out to accomplish, 
and if he has the boat interests of the 
party at heart he will carefully avoid «ny 
fresh move to bring en a return of the 
factional wrangle or foment further dis- 
cord and disserwinns in the party. Dur- 
ing two campaigns the people have sup- 
ported him ntid stood by him, endorsing 
the principles which he haa advocated 
and thereby giving him the desired op- 
portunity to carry these reforms into ef- 
fect. The primary law, the ad Talorem 
measure and mortgage taxation ques- 
tion have all been disposed of, at leant 
temporarily, and the political slate has 
beer, practically 
wiped clean for t new 


deal. 


For the progress thus far made, the 


governor is undoubtedly entitled to a 
large share of the credit, but 
it can- 


not be forgotten that tho party is still 
divided along factional lines as badly 
as ever, and that the 
governor 
has 


done practically 
nothing 
to end the 


strife or heal the differences which are 
a constant threat to the future success 
and 
prestige 
of the party. On ihe 


other hand, the bitterness and opposition 
have been intensified, if anything, during 
the recent session of the legislature and 
the result as a whole has been detrimen- 
tal to the people's business and a reflec- 
tion on the putty's effectiveness 
us a 


working 
organization. Unquestionably 


this has brought about »• change of sen- 
timent on tlic part of a good many peo- 
ple of the state, and the opinion ii evi- 
dently growing tfcui it will be btttar for 
all intcrerti to devisa some plan to stop 


the discord and bring tb« antagoofatto 
factions together Again. If the governor 
is equal to iii* talk little quattioa would 
be raised that he should still rotate tho 
leadership and be permitted to rttian 
the harmony that has bean lacking for 
the past thrw or four ysari. B*t, on 
the other hand, if tb« bait tb« gonr- 
oor can do is to keep tip *ho faotional 
fight and contention, the great ma- 
jority of the iob«r minded. Intelligent 
people of the state, who hare witnessed 
this play of tb» politioal game utftil other 
interests have suffered therefrom, will 
hardly feel like leniHng tbameelves to fur- 
ther aid and support such a plan, 


Neither will it Improve the situation 


to accuse the other side of being bolt- 
ers, insurgents, obstowctlonUta, or -what- 
ever other term may be applied to them 
for their continued opposition to the 
plans of the governor. Possibly they an 
mistaken and misguided in the view they, 
take of the situation, but the fact it- 
mains that a considerable portion of Wb- 
conBin Republicans are inclined, io regard 
the plans and proposals of the gorarnor 
with suspicion, and some undoubtedly 
entertain conscious doubts as to the sin- 
cerity of his motives. And as long as 
such doubts and 
objections 
do exist 


Against the governor it is evident that 
'the party cannot become re-united and 
harmonious, conditions that are absolute- 
ly essential to its own future success, 
and for the good and 
welfare 
of the 


state. 


With the situation thus the governor 


owes it to himself and to the party to ba 
sure lie is right before he again throws 
down the gage of battle to hie opponents, 
with a prospect that even if he should 
win another nomination it would merely 
mean a continuation of the old fight and 
opposition, with the prospect of a worse 
fiasco -in the next legislature than has 
occurred in the session just closing. Such 
an ending would cause the governor to 
lose much of th* credit 'ho has already 
gained, and would be a detriment to him- 
self, to the party and to the itate. The 
advice of the Northwestern is not intend- 
ed to imply a surrender to the opposition, 
but rather a course of conservative -wis- 
dom which in the end will prove advan- 
tageous to both the governor and tha 
party. To say the least, the goTernor 
cannot afford to make a scramble for an- 
other nomination, for if the people want 
him he will hear their call and no arjpro- 
brium will then be attached to th» pro* 
ceeding.

Quarlcs has severed his connection with 


law iirm of Quarles, Spence & Quar- 
This was officially announced yes- 


terday by Charles Qiiarles, brother of the 
senator, and was later verified by the 
senator 'himself. While according to tho 
statement given out to the press from 
the office of Spence & Quarlcs the sena- 
tor has not been connected with the firm, 
only nominally, since his election to the 
United States senate, this is the first 
public announcement 
that 
has 
been 


made, of the fact. 


The announcement just at this time 


has caused some to intimate that the 
senator left the firm purely as a matter 
of convenience—an easy manner of es- 
caping any responsibility for the advice 
given by the firm io the employing tan- 
ners to refuse to arbitrate their differ- 
ences with the strikers—but this was.a 
mere expression of opinion and may be 
unfair to the ?enator, who certainly has 
noi personally taken any part (in the 
tannery strike negotiations and proceed- 
ings, in which the law firm to which his 
name has been attached has acted for 
the employing tanners. It may 'have been 
a mere co-incidence that the announce- 
ment of the senator's retirement 
was 


made immediately after the State Fed; 
cration of Labor und other labor organ- 
izations had pasaod resolutions censuring 
him for the action of the firm. 


Senator Qnnrles met Senator Spooner 


at the Hotel Pflster in the afternoon and 
spent several hours with him. J.'lus gAve 
rise to a. report that a plan was on loot 
to bring about a settlement of the strike. 
But 
Senator Quark's denied 
that 
the 


strike wns even referred to. 


The resolution passed by the Milwau- 


kee Federation of Labor severely scoring 
Senator J. V. Qunrles for Ihc part taken 
by the firm of Quarlcs, Spence & Quar- 
les as legal a.lvisors of the employing 
tanners, is wholly unjustifiable.

come within the scope of arbitration, 
certain other clauses 
in the proposed 


agreement arc jinpliedly

law as against public policy and in re- 
straint of trade. 


This being the situation, it is clearly 


the duty of the employers to make the 
next move upon the board and »upgcal 
the appointment of a committee of con- 
ciliation to which shall be presented in 
detail the points in dispute. No agree- 
ment will ever be reached while the two 
parties stand at a distance nnd eye each 
other with suspicion. Neither side can 
afford to say "We have nothing to arbi- 
trate." 
IE there are matters which can 


not be arbitrated, or it the. workmen are 
demanding collections 
which 
the em- 


ployers can not lawfully make, that fact 
must be siadc clear to tho public mind 
and to the intelligent workmen, but this 
con not be accomplished by an ex parte 
statement of the law and the facts, and 
until a 
conciliation committee is ap- 


pointed to hear both sides no real prog- 
ress will be made. 


So far us the attack that has been

Thirty Four Foot Stage Predicted 


Will be Exceeded-Means Im- 


mense Loss in Missouri. 


Paralysis of Many Great Industries Threatened- 


Water at Kansas City Slowly Subsiding- 


Danger of Famine Has Passed— 


Much Suffering at Des Moines. 


ST. LOUIS, 
June 2.— The 
Missouri ' 


river has risen to thirty feet, Ihe clanger 
lino at St. Louis, and continues to rise 
at the rate of more than two feet a day. 
Indications are that the thirty-four foot 
stage at St. Louis predicted by the wea- 
ther service "bureau for Thursday night 
or Friday morning, will be exceeded. A 
thirty-four foot stage at St. Louis means 
immense loss. Should the river go high- 
ed a paralysis oE many of the great 
industries on the Illinois from Alton to 
East St. Louis will follow. 


Already tens of thousands of acres, of 


soil, the most productive in the middle 
west on the Missouri and Illinois sides 
are under water north of here. 


In the. past twenty-four hours, 
hun- 


dreds of thousands of dollars have been 
lost to -Missouri farmers through ruined 


The great danger now is the crumbling 


of brick buildings and this has begun in 
some quarters where old buildings are 
standing. Here and there the corner of 
a brick structure has gone down, but 
there has been no general collapse as 
yet of any large building. All through 
the freight yards numbers of cars, are 
being loosened from their trucks and are 
floating down stream. When swept along 
by 'the current, they make a high class 
battering ram and the front of any build- 
ing that receives many shocks from them 
is bound to suffer material damage. 


The gas company has announced that 


it hoped to restore the supply of gas dur- 
ing the day, but it failed this morning 
to make good the promise to supply suf- 
ficient g'as for cooking purposes. 
Xine- 


tenths of the families use gas for cooking 
and the result was that the great major- 
ity were cold. 


KAW STEADILY FALLING. 


The crest of the Missouri has not yet 


reached -the Mississippi and yet the Mis- 
souri is pouring into the Mississippi with 
such force as to make a great lake of 
floating stationary driftwood just north 
of the confluence of these great water 
courses. 
Missouri Point is the 
most 


threatened district north of St. Louis. 
3Iissouri Point is a populous fertile coun- 
irv of at least 50,000 acres. If the rivers 
unite across the point as 'they threaten 
to do the loss to crops will be enormous. 
Already hundreds of families are mov- 
ing to higher ground. 


At. St. Charles, Mo., a few miles west 


on the Missouri river the 
water has 


spread out over miles of country covering 
farms and driving the families of 'tillers 
off the soil. 


THE GKXERAL SITUATION.

all throughout the state who may have 
need for it. But we-should also thank- 
fully receive the aid that is graciously 
offered us from outside states for prob- 
ably the destress cannot be relieved and 
disease coned with with what Kansas 
can give.'1

left the boat, having in his pocket about 
.1503, most of which was collected for 
freight money. Just where the captain 
•went after leaving the vessel is not 
known. 


Shortly before 5 o'clock John Shechan 


happened to be crossing 
State street 


bridge and he saw the captain making an 
effort to board the barge Mingoe to 
reach 
the Ishpeming and ha fell 
into 


the river, his coat catching on a ragged 
pile, holding him from going down. 


Sheehan gave the alarm and members 


of the Ishpcming crew hurried to 
the 


captain's assistance. They 
found him 


suspended on the pile and his head was 
under water and hanging down. F. M. 
Rowlands was the first man to reach the 
captain. He was hauled out of the wat- 
er in an unconscious condition and there 
was a cut on his head seven inches long. 
It was not believed by the crew that he 
wns seriously injured and a physician 
was not called until two hours later. 


Dr. Fazen was then summoned and up- 


on making an examination gave as his 
opinion that the man was dying. Dr. 
Fitzgibbons was then called and he also 
said the man was in a dying condition. 
Father i'rant, of St. Patrick's church was 
called and attended the suffering man. 
, 'I no police ambulance was called be- 
tween 7 and S o'clock and with difficulty 
the dying captain was taken from the 
cabin of the boat, groaning in agony, and 
removed to the hospital, where he died 
shortly before 10 o'clock, without hav- 
ing regained consciousness. 


A\ liile it is quite

death of the captain was caused by his 
fall between the dock and'the vessel, it 
is the belief that he was doped and rob- 
bed before starting to the vessel, for he 
had only SI40 of the .¥503 left. H. Hen- 
derson, owner of the Ishpeming. who 
was on board of the vessel, stated that 
Captain Williams was not 
a drinking 


man and that he believed he was robbed 
of some of his money. At

where he fell off the dock, 
there 
was 


quite a space between the dock and the 
barge Mingoe. The dock and side of the 
boat were slippery. No doubt in 
the 


fall he struck his head and was injured 
internally, for he emitted some blood. 


It was learned that Captain Williams 


had drawn $460 on the vessel's account, 
from W. H. Pugh and borrowed $100 
from the owner of the ship. Where the 
missing money went to is not known and 
probably never will be accounted for. 


The home of Captain Williams is at 


No. 4S Liberty street, Oswego, N. Y., 
where he has a wife and several children. 
One son is a prominent lawyer and an- 
other son private secretary of a wealthy 
New York man. The

dead man have been wired and no doubt

The Tacoma, which is intended for ori- 


ental service is of very light draught. 
She is a.protected cruiser of 3.500 tons 
displacement with sheathing of teak and. 
copper below the water line. Her length 
at the water line is 292 feet, her breadth 
44 feet, one inch, and draught 15 feet. 
She is provided with twin screws and 
vertical triple expansion engines, and is 
to have a speed of 10y2 knots, with an 
indicated horse power of 4,700. 


Her main batteries will consist of ten 


5 inch rapid fire rifles; the secondary of 
eight (5 pounders, rapid fire: two 1 pound- 
ers, rapid fire: four automatic Colts and 
one 3 inch field piece. She is designed to 
carry a complement of thirty officers and 
281 men. The contract price is $1,490,- 
100, hut owing to a number of changes, 
her cost has been increased about 5100,- 
000. Her keel was laid Sept. 27. 1800, 
and it is expected she will be ready for 
delivery to the government in October.

One-of the subjects discussed rather re- 


ferred to at the late reunion of ex-con- 
federate soldiers at New Orleans was the 
point -as to who first commenced 'the war 
of the-sreoellion. Tlie present generation 
so far renroved.ifrom the arena of the 
great ciril vraj'Tnay not possibly take any 
grewt interest in this question, but his- 
tory is history, and the facts are not to 
be denied. This question is only impor- 
tant as determining a matter of history 
and not one that can possibly affect pres- 
ent interests or actions. 


But. royalty is not a matter of today, 


of tomorrow-or of last veer. It is a 
continuing-thing, an element as it were, 
and though at the present time there is 
no question of loyalty involved, and no 
bad blood may be sWrred up 
by

discussion of such points, yet the pres- 
ent genera-tion must read their history 
and take then- belief from the words of 
those yet living who passed 
through 


those dreadful days in which the fate of 
a nation was suspended in the balance for 
four long and very weary years. 


The question then of who commenced 


the struggle of forty years ago is purely 
rhetorical and in this view may be referr- 
ed 'to without the least acrimony, and in 
such a fashion the confederate veterans 
talked i't over and one of their orators 
asserted it was the union 
authorities 


•who star-ted the great struggle. But the 
facts are decidedly against the confed- 
erates. Every avert act was committed 
by them the first being the firing upon 
the steamer Star of the west which the 
government had sent into the harbor of 
Charleston to supply 'the small garrison 
at Fort Sumpter with provisions, the for- 
tress being in a state of practical seige 
by the South Carolina militia and who 
prevented the gallant Col. Anderson in 
command, from securing food. 
The re- 


lieving steamer had to retire, the gov- 
ernment, president Buchanan in office de- 
clining to be the first to 
begin 
open 


force agiiinst the rebellious South Caro- 
linians. 


Then followed the seizure, or 'the con-

Delay in Arrival of the Flood 


Stage Relieves Apprehen- 


sions of Danger There. 


RIVER AT KANSAS CITY 


TEN MILES IN WIDTH 


Intense Strain of Past Four Days 


Gradually Disappearing--Belief 


Committees Mapping Out 


Elaborate Plans. 


WASHINGTON, 
June 3.—Tie Mis- 


souri ricer at Kansas City has begun to 
fall. 'j.'he guage reading this morning 
was 34.4 feet, a fall of 6 feet since Tues- 
day morning. The rise continues to the 
eastward and at St. Louis this morning 
the stage was 31.2 feet 1.2 above the dan- 
ger line. From the water now in sight 
no damage can be done in this vicinity 
of St. Louiij not over 35 feet being at 
present being indicated. North 
of St. 


Louis as far as Dubnrrue the Mississippi 
continues to rise slowly, Keokuk this 
jnorning reporting a stage of 18.5 feet 
S.a feet above the danger line. 


PREPARING FOR BIG FLOOD. 


ST. LOUIS, June 3.—The Mississippi 


continues to rise, a stage of 31.2 feet be- 
ing shown at 7 a. m. This is a rise of 
1.3 feet during the past 24 hours. It is 
expected that 32 feet will be reached 
some time today. In the meantime, peo- 
ple all along the river front, both here 
and in East St. Louis are preparing for 
the big flood. Rivermen and government 
officials predict that the water will be 
over the levee railroad tracks by noon 
today and officials of the different roads 
Effected are busy making arrangements 
to place their rolling stock where it will 
be safe. 


Weather Observer Bowie says of the 


situation: 


"The river at Kansas City is reported 


to be ten miles wide. Whatever the 
cause of delay in the arrival of the wat- 
ers from that flood stage, the outook 
here becomes encouraging. The Mississ- 
ippi below Cairo is comparatively low, 
which means that the water at present 
in the St. Louis district will move'out 
rapidly, thereby possibly permitting the 
Kansas City stage to reach here Friday 
or Saturday at a time when most of the 
flood from the Des Moines river and up- 
per Mississippi will have passed here." 


At the extreme northern end of St. 


Louis county the residents are moving 
their stock across to Bellefontaine bluffs 
and are preparing to follow it with their 
household furniture if the 
river 
con- 


tinues to rise. Hundreds of acres in St. 
Louis and'St. Charles counties, near the 
Missouri's mouth and thousands of ad- 
ditional acres are so situated that a 
new foot additional in the rise could 
cover them. Vast crowds of spectators 
throng Bads bridge and line the levee. 
The water-is slowly coming higher, but 
unless there is a rise of four feet it will 
not enter the buildings fronting on the 
leve^. 


East St. Louis being situated much 


lower is in far greater danger of heavy 
damage by a rise. Already large lakes 
have been formed in the low parts. To 
the north of East St. Louis, viewing from 
Eads bridge, the water can be Been ex- 
tending back over the lowlands between 
that place and Granite city and forming 
a veritable lake. The same condition pre- 
vails south of East St. Louis. 


Back water has crowded the river Des 


Peres out of its banks into the neighbor- 
ing fields, but aside from overflowing the 
land, little damage can result in this vi- 
cinity. The Iron Mountain tracks follow 
the Mississippi for some distance below 
St. Louis but it would take a rise of 
nine feet more to seriously impede traf- 
fic. 


INTENSE STRAIN RELIEVED. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jun'_ 3.—Flood 


conditions were materially bettered dur- 
ing the night and on all sides this morn- 
ing the intense strain of the past four 
days had for the first time been relieved. 
Communication by steamer with Kansas 
City, Kas., have been opened permanent- 
ly and the exact conditions there having 
become known, no, further feeling of anx- 
iety was felt for the sufferers in that lo- 
cality. Now that the lay of the land is 
known and the relief committees of both 
Kansas Cities are able to work together, 
they have mapped out and put into exe- 
cution elaborate plans for relieving all 
distress, restoring order and returning 
business to its natural channel:). These 
plans are being carried out today by .an 
army of local men, reinforced by relief 
in the shape of wood and food sent in 
from St. Joseph and Leavenworth. 


At 7 a, m. this morning the Missouri 


river registered 34.4 feet, a fall of nearly 
12 inches in as many hours, and the 
weather bureau predicts that from now 
on the water at this point will fall grad- 
ually, but steadily. The Kansas river 
continues to fall at the rate of one half 
inch an hour and the tops of submerged 
buildings are beginning to show above 
the water HJJP. 


The sun shone today and this fact was 


, a tremendous force for good. 


TRAIN IS MISSING. 


Chicago, Burlington & Quincy passen- 


ger train No. 3, from Chicago to Kansas 
City, due here at 4 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, is somewhere same, east or north 
of here. The train arrived at Liberty, 
Mo., 25 miles northeast from Kansas 
City last Sunday afternoon. The tracks 
in Kansas City being unsafe and train 
sen-ice in all directions being badly de- 
moralized the train was split into two 
ports and sent east and north to accom- 
modate the new conditions. Some of the 
passengers continued on to Kansas City 
by other means of transportation, while 
most of them remained on one of the two 
sections of the train and either returned 
toward their starting point, or dropped 
otf at different towns along the line east 
and north of Liberty, making connec- 
tions with other roads. While the exact 
location of the train is not known there 
is every reason to believe that all the 
passengers are safe. Sixty-seven passen- 
gers from a St. Joseph and Grand Island 
train which arrived at the Milwaukee 
bridge, 6 miles east of Kansas City Sun- 
day night, were rescued by a steamer 
from there. 


A PASSENGER'S STORY. 


One of them, Judge W. P. HE'S!, said: 
"When we reached the Milwaukee 


bridge Sunday night the engineer and 
conductor feared to cross on account of 
the reported damage to the piers and 
held the train there all night. Monday 
morning the train returned to St. Jos- 
eph, leaving about 25 of us at Randolph. 
We hoped to cross the river in boats. 
Sunday night we slept in the train and 
ilunday night at some farm houses lay- 
ing near by. We had plenty to eat and 
suffered nothing but inconvenience. We 
could see the city in the distance, but 
could not get a word of news about thi; 
flood." 


The report last night that the Missou- 


ri Pacific bridge had gone out proved 
this morning to be incorrect. The bridge 
which spans the Kaw is weighted down 
by seventeen engines and as well as can 
be judged today by inspection made with 
the aid of a field glass from the bluff 
half a mile away the bridge is still safe. 
The water above the structure is lower 
and the current less strong than before. 
Both the Missouri and Kaw rivers will 
continue falling today and Thursday. 


The flood will become one to two feet 


lower by Thursday morning. 


The water works plant will probably 


be opea tonight. 


ja&flQO ARE DESTITUTE. 


DES MOINES, la., June 3.—The work 


of caring for the five thousand destitute 
flood sufferers is still taxing the local 
committee to the utmost, but the com- 
mittee has reaffirmed that there is no 
need of outside assistance. Ten thou- 
sand dollars has been subscribed here and 
clothing and food. 


At Atlantic two marooned 
families 


were discovered in the Nishnabotna bot- 
tom last night cooped in their own 
homes by the flood. For five days they 
had been compelled to sit on the tables 
with no drinking water and practically 
nothing to eat. 


The river continues to fall, principally 


between here and Keokuk. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN RESCUED. 
ST. JOSEPH, Mo., June 3.—The rescu- 


ing parties sent from here to Topeki, 
composed of 75 men with steam launcues 
and rowboats returned and their places 
will be taken by other volunteer;. The 
St. Joseph men rescued 200 half starved 
school children from the Grant school, 
imprisoned since last Friday. 


The rescuers shot and killed a nc-rro 


caught in the act of looting deserted 
houses. They brought hack with them 
the names of 30 identified dead. A re- 
lief fund of $8,000 has been raised for 
the flood sufferers at Topeka and Kansas 
City and several car loads of clothing 
and provisions have already been sent. 
Trains loaded with steam launches and 
men have also been sent to Kansas City 
where assistance is being given in the 
work of rescue.

RIVER ACCIDENT 


Barge Filled With 250 Sunday 


School Excursionists Crashes 


Into Stone Pier. 


FINALLY SWUNG LOOSE 


FLOATING DOWN STREAM 


Carried by Surging1 Waters Near Han- 


nibal, Ho., as if to Certain Death 


When Eescuing Boats Put 


Off-Three Drowned. 


HAMTIBAL, Mo., June 3—Three child- 


ren were drowned here about 11 o'clock 
today by the collision of • the steamer 
Flying Eagle, towing a barge filled with 
Sunday school excursionists, and a pier 
of the Hannibal bridge. The dead: 


Lonnie Curts, aged 15. 
Laura Coppage, aged 15. 
Harry Eichenberger, aged 17. 
About 250 children from the Park 


Methodist church Sunday school of Han- 
nibal had boarded the barge and a num- 
ber were on the steamer. The excursion 
left Hannibal shortly before 11 o'clock 
to run to Quincy to afford a view of the 
swollen Mississippi. As the boat swung 
into the river the swift current seized 
the eraft and, despite all efforts, bore it 
straight down towards the stone piiir of 
the bridge nearest the shore. With a 
crash the steamer was hurled against the 
pier and wrecked but did not sink im- 
mediately. For a time it was wedged 
against the pier by the current and held 
while the terror stricken children and 
the accompanying adults climbed up the 
pier to the bridge. In this way almost 
half o£ the passengers were saved. Be- 
fore all could reach safety the barge was 
veered around by the current and finally 
swung loose from the pier and floated 
down stream. In the sudden swinp^ng 
out of the barge the' three children were 
thrown into the water and swept away 
to their death. 


Carried by the surging waters at a 


rapid rate the barge, filled with scream- 
ing children, floated into the channel and 
for a time it seemed that all were doom- 
ed to perish. But from further down the 
stream the catastrophe had been wit- 
nessed and at hand were a number of 
skiffs and rowboats of different kinds. 
Wifch one accord boats were manned and 
shot into the stream for the barge. En- 
couragement was called to the children 
and they were told to sit down and be 
quiet. This had a good effect. The res- 
cuing boats surrounded the barge and 
the children were quickly taken from it 
and were landed safely. 


JEWS READY FOR ATTACK 


Those 
in 
Eussia Distribute 


Firearms and Map Ont Their 


Plans of Defense. 


BEELIS", June 3.—Advices from Odes- 


sa, say the Jews are prepared to defend 
themselves intelligently. Several thous- 
ands revolvers have been imported since 
the Kishineff massacre so that at present 
almost every Jew, man or woman is arm- 
ed. Those who were unable to buy wea- 
pons received them as gifts from the de- 
fense committee. A system of commu- 
nication has been taken up so as to warn 
the city when there is an outbreak of 
violence in any quarter. Families resid- 
ing near each other will concentrate for 
defense and every second man will join 
what might be called an expeditionary 
corps to take part in aggressive defense 
where rioting is actually gong on. 


The Jewish safety committee is also 


reported to have arranged with the work- 
ingmen's associations for aid in the event 
of outbreaks. Arms have been distribut- 
ed from Odessa to the Jews in othor cit- 
ies of Russia. The "Tageblatt" today 
prints a dispatch from St. Petersburg an- 
nouncing that a law was published there 
today giving a list of 101 'towns in Eussia 
in which. Jews are allowed to acquire 
land and live without restriction. 
Jews 


are temporarily forbidden to buy land 
outside of these places, where the terri- 
tory is legally settled.

HEAVY BLASTING 


Work Along New Duck Creek 


Sewer Will Besult in Lniunc- 


tional Proceedings. 


BRICK STRUCTURES 


THE WORST EFFECTED 


Charges of Five and Six Pounds 


Dynamite Make Earth Tremble 


and Plaster Fall From 


Walls. 


Property owners along the line where 


Duck Creek sewer is being built are 
alarmed and fear that their homes will 
be greatly damaged on account of the 
heavy blasting being carried on by the 
contractors. Complaint 
has been filed 


with City Engineer Connolly and Attor- 
ney Martin J. Gillen has been retained 
to commence injunctional proceedings to 
stop the blasting. 


It is said that the work is performed 


with five and six pounds of dynamite at 
a time and when it explodes the earth 
shakes and trembles similar to the shock 
of an earthquake. Houses also tremble 
and vibrate and damage has resulted, 


Edward Gilleu reports that the shocks 


are ruining the plaster and frescoing in 
his home, knocking a good portion .of it 
off. 


At 
the home of Harry Greggs the 


pointing is being loosened and falling off. 


Hodges & Green, who conduct the big 


machine shop on St. Clair street, com- 
plain that'the concussions put their ma- 
chinery out of plumb. 


The St. Patrick's church shakes and 


trembles and as it is an old structure 
and has many cracks in it, there is dan- 
ger of collapse. 


A number of other people claim that 


dishes have been broken in the homes 
and that pictures fall from the walls. 


The laying of the Duck Creek sewer is 


a difficult piece of work. The 
entire 


length is 1,500 feet. Of this 500 feet 
runs through the earth, 30 feet below the 
surface. In order to expedite the work 
holes are bored in the solid clay, five or 
six pounds of tick dynamite placed in 
the 
holes and exploded. This loosens 


the dirt and from six to eight feet of 
sewer can be built in a day. If the dirt 
"•was picked out only two or three feet a 
cay 
could be advanced. The sewer 


through the earth where the blasting is 
being done is of brick and 7 feet 6 inches 
in diameter. The contract price of the 
job is close to $18,000. 


Night and day forces are kept 
at 


work. What Cape & Sons, the contrac- 
tors will do in case an injunction is serv- 
ed, cannot be foretold. A singular thing 
about the blasting is that frame houses 
are not so badly affected as the brick 
structures. 


Residents and property owners want 


it understood that they have no desire 
to deter the work, but cannot afford to 
have their homes damaged and perhaps 
ruined. 


City Engineer Connolly states that the 


blasting does not in the least affect the 
brick part of the sewer in and cannot 
understand how it affects the houses 
above.

But her father—"Old Charley 
Molier"—did not have a reputation of 
that sort, though no criminal act had 
ever been legally traced to his hands.

There 
he lay for a month awaiting indict- 
ment and trial. 


But though in prison, Molier was not 


deserted. Vivette, like a loving and 
dutiful daughter as she was, abandoned 
her school and devoted herself to her 
imprisoned father. She had his room 
fitted up in comparative comfort,' car- 
ried his meals from the hotel, and 
spent the idle hours reading to her 
father and cheering the tedious days 
by her cheerful society.

a large invoice of watches and silver- 
ware not covered by insurance, and 
worth half the amount of the policy. 
It was also shown by her testimony 


that the girl who • perished was a fa- 
vorite of her father and of herself, and 
that she slept . elsewhere more than 
half the time, wliich periods of ab- 
sence might Itave been chosen as a 
time to commit arson. 


It was quite evident the state was

§100,000 is Needed. 


TOPEKA, Kas., June 2.—2 p. m. The 


river is falling rapidly and now is three 
feet below the high water mark. Clear- 
ing weather is in sight. 


TOPEKA, Kas., June 2.—The Com- 


mercial club at noon today voted to ask 
for outside aid for the sufferers. Yes- 
terday the club voted that no aid from 
the outside would be accepted, but the 
distress of the people today is so great 
that the community cannot provide for 
all and so the charity of the country is 
appealed to. 


This action was taken after an ad- 


dress by tiov. Bailey, who has just re- 
turned 
to the city from Mound 
City 


where he has been waterbound since last 
Thursday. The governor points out to 
the club the necessity of the suffering 
people and the inability of the commun- 
ity to provide properly for them and re- 
lieve their wants and said that while he 
wanted to work in harmony with the 
town people and its charitable organiza- 
tions he saw his duty clearly and he 
•would this afternoon issue a proclama- 
tion calling upon the charitable people 
of the country to send aid in the form 
of money. 


RIVER IS SUBSIDING. 


The flood situation here today is ma- 


terially better. The Kansas river fell 
during the night at the rate of an inch 
an hour. The standard guage measure- 
ment at S o'clock this morning showed a 
27 inch fall from the highest point of 
Sunday. It is safe to say that all who 
"were in peril have now been removed to 
places of safety. At the Sardou bridge 
alone over 200 were landed last night. 


The previous estimate of twenty dead 


is still adhered-to. Many reported miss- 
ed arc showing up, but it will only be 
possible to give the actual loss of life 
when the waters have finally, receded. 
It is believed that several persons were 
drowned and that their 
bodies have 


floated away. 


The work of relief went on through 


the night and has been systemizcJ. 


FEAR DISEASE THE WORST. 


The greatest fear now in Topcka is an 


epidemic 
of disease. At relief 
depots 


where refugees arc huddled together sev- 
eral persons suffering with contagious 
diseases were removed to the hospitals 
as rapidly as possible. The absence of 
good drinking water is another disease 
brerder.

nnd citizens are contributing nobly. But 
the demand of the situation is great. 
Offers of air from outside cities are pour- 
jp.fr in but the governor nnd the Commer- 
cial club liave so far refused all such aid. 


UNPARDONABLE P1UDE. 


The attitude of the Commercial club, 


especially in the matter of outside aid is 
not meeting with unanimous approval. 
In fai-t, there is much criticism of its ac- 
tion. The Commercial club has at its 
command less than $10,000. It is esti 
mated by many that the work of relief 
and rehabilitation will require $100,000. 
lopeka is powerless to raise that amount 
of money without crippling itself serious- 
ly-The Elks club, which is up to the pres- 
ent time the largest subscriber to the re- 
lief fund. $1,000 having been raised by 
that organization, has adopted 
resolu- 


tions condemning the Commercial club 
for its attitude. The resolution charac- 
terizes such action an unwise and an un- 
pardonable exhibition of pride.

85 WERE KILLED AND 


40 FATALLY INJURED 


But 
Complete Reports From 


Gainesville May Increase 


Number-1,000 Homeless 


-Aid of Public Asked. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., June 2.—Today 


at noon a conservative estimate of the 
killed in yesterday's tornado is one hun- 
dred and injured two hundred, many of 
them -fatally. Property loss estimated 
at $600,000. 


GAINESVILLE, ~Ga., June 2—The tor- 


nado which visited the towns of Gaines- 
ville, New Holland and White Sulphur, 
Ga., yesterday afternoon, resulted in the 
killing of about eighty-five men, -women 
and children, according to reports which 
are as yet incomplete. It is estimated 
that forty persons were fatally injured 
and 
many more hurt. Probably 
one 


thousand persons are homeless. 


Two 
hundred houses, 
besides the 


Gainesville cotton mills were destroyed 
by the storm, aggregating a property 
loss of $300,000. Last night brought in- 
creased misery to the cyclone sufferers, 
for a steady rain set in late in the after- 
noon attended by cold weather, which 
penetrated to the marrow. The weath- 
er and darkness greatly 
impeded the 


work 
of rescue and 
assistance. The 


town was in total darkness all night and 
the streets were filled with debris. All 
night long physicians pushed their way 
through the wreckage guided to the suf- 
fering by groans of agony. Here and 
there a fallen tree would block the way, 
or a wrecked house would stop progress.

relief. Mayor Parker says there are at 
least one thausand homeless 
and 
the 


number may be double. 


SURVIVORS ARE HOSPITABLE. 


.- More than 200 homes were destroyed. 
Every door in Gainesville is open to the 
victims. At the city hall armory and 
court house many persons passed the 
night, shivering in the cold. 


A mass meeting was held this morning 


at which five thousand dollars was sub- 
scribed to a relief fund. A message has 
been sent to the secretary of war asking 
for tents to shelter the homeless and an 
appeal for aid is made to the public. The 
main need of the sufferers now is cloth- 
ing and tents. Gov. Torrell has ordered 
fifty tents sent to Gainesville from At- 
lanta: 


DEAD WILL NUMBER 100. 


The dead in Gainesville alone will 


reac-h one hundred according to reports 
submitted at the mass meeting. A com- 
mittee was appointed by the meeting to 
bury the victims.

will go to work. The dead have been 
prepared for burial, and graves are bein; 
made. The city pastors have been re- 
quested to act as a committee to see 
that every person has a suitable funeral. 
There will be 100 funerals here in the 
next 24 hours if caskets can be secured. 
Thirty days' rations for 1,000 people 
were also requested from Secretary Root. 


A committee of three citizens was ap- 


pointed to see that caskets were secured 
by all who -had relatives or friends dead 
and took in hands the funeral arrange- 
ments.

THE GOVERNOR AND 


THE "OPPOSITION" 


Oshkosh Northwestern: It may or 


may not be true that the opposition to 
Governor La Follstte is again organiiing 
for the purpose of preventing him from 
receiving n. rer.omination--for 
a: :third 


term, but if there is any active movement 
in 'the manner mentioned it merely goes 
to show that the opponents of the gov- 
ernor are suspicious of his own inten- 
tions and do not intend to be caught 
napping. The governor has achieved 
practically what he set out to accomplish, 
and if he has the. best interests of the 
party at heart he will carefully avoid any 
fresh move to bring en a return of the 
factional wrangle or foment further dis- 
cord and dissensions in the party. Dur- 
ing two campaigns the people have sup- 
ported him and stood by him, endorsing 
the principles which he has advocated 
and thereby giving him 'the desired op- 
portunity to carry these reforms into ef- 
fect. The primary law, the ad ralorem 
measure and mortgage taxation ques- 
tion have all been disposed of, at least 
'temporarily, and the political slate has 
been practically wiped clean for & new 
deal. 


For the progress thus far made, the 


governor is undoubtedly entitled to a 
large share of the credit, but it can- 
not be forgotten that the party is still 
divided along factional lines as badly 
as ever, nnd that the 
governor 
has 


done practically 
nothing 
to end the 


strife or heal the differences which are 
a constant threat to the future success 
and 
prestige 
of the party. On 
the 


other hand, the bitterness and opposition 
have been intensified, if anything, during 
the recent session of the legislature and 
the result as a whole has been detrimen- 
tal to the people's business and a reflec- 
tion on the party's effectiveness 
as a 


working organization. Unquestionably 
this has brought about a-change of sen- 
timent on the part of a 'good many peo- 
ple of the state, and the opinion i* evi- 
dently growing thix it will be bettor for 
all interests to devise some plan to stop 


the discord and bring the antagonist 
factions together again. If tte governor 
is equal to this tack little question irouli 
be raised that he should still retain the 
leadership and be permitted to restore 
the harmony that haa been lacking for 
the past three or four years. But, on 
the other hand, if the best tbe gover- 
nor can do is to keep up *ho factional 
fight and contention, tha great ma- 
jority of the sober minded, intelligent 
people of the state, -who have witnessed 
this play of the political game until other 
interests have suffered tterefrom, will 
hardly feel like lending themselves to fur- 
ther aid and support such a plan. 


Neither will it improve the situation 


to accuse the other side of being bolt- 
ers, insurgents, obstructionists/or what- 
ever other term may be applied to them 
for their continued opposition to 
the 


plans of the governor. Possibly they are 
mistaken and misguided in the view thej> 
take of the situation, but the fact re- 
mains that a considerable portion of Wis- 
consin Republicans are inclined to regard 
'the plans and proposals of the governor 
with suspicion, and some undoubtedly, 
entertain conscious doubts as to the sin- 
cerity of his motives. And as long as 
such doubts and 
objections do exist 


against the governor it is evident that 
'the party cannot become re-united and 
harmonious, conditions that are absolute- 
ly essential to its own future success, 
and for the good and 
welfare of the 


state. 


With the situation thus the governor 


owes it to himself and bo the party to be 
sure he is right before he again throws 
down the gage of battle to his opponents, 
with a prospect that even if he should 
win another nomination it would merely 
mean a continuation of the old fight and 
opposition, with the prospect of a worse 
fiasco in the next legislature than has 
occurred in the session just closing. Sach 
an ending would cause the governor t*> 
lose much of the credit 'he has already 
gained, and would be a detriment to him- 
self, to the party and to the state. The 
advice of the Northwestern is not intend- 
ed to imply a surrender to the opposition, 
but rather a course of conservative wis- 
dom which in the end will prove advan- 
tageous to both the governor, and the 
party. To say the least, the governor 
cannot afford to make a scramble for an- 
other nomination, for if the people want 
him he will hear their call and no apjira- 
brhim will then be attached to the pro- 
ceeding.

years. The principle of arbitration and 
conciliation is right in the abstract, and 
concrete cases should be adjusted to the 
principle—must be adjusted to the prin- 
ciple—if social order and peace are to be 
maintained.

waukee Sentinel of this morning says: 


The strikers, through their committee-, 


have offered to submit their side of the 
dispute to a board of arbitration; this 
proposition was refused because, as the 
Sentinel understands the published state- 
ments of the employers' attorneys, it is 
believed that while certain 
demands 


made by the workingmcn would properly 
come within the scope of arbitration, 
certain other clauses
